i. Subscribers who do not give ex- 
press notice to the contrary arc con- 
sidered as wishing to renew their 
subscription. 

*. If subscribers order the discon- 
tinuance of their periodicals, the pub- 
lishers tnay continue to send them 
until all arrearages are paid. 

3. If subscribers neglect or ref'i'e 
to take their periodicals ironi the |iost- 
oflice to which they are directed, they 
are responsible until they have settled 
their bills and ordered them discon- 
tinued. 

4. If subscribers move to other 
places without informing the publish- 
ers and the papers are not sent to the 
former address they are held re- 
sponsible. 

5. The courts have decided that re- 
fusing to take periodicals for theoffice 
or removing and leaving them uncall- 
ed for, is prinia facia evidence of in- 
tentional fraud. 

6. If subscribers pay in advance 
they are bound to give notice at the 
end ot the time if they do not wish to 
continue taking it; otherwise the pub* 
lisher is authorized to send it, and 
the subscriber will be responsible un- 
til an express notice, with jiavnient 
of all arrearages, is sent to the pub- 
lisher. 

The latest postal laws are such that 
newspaper publishers can arrest any- 
one for fraud who takes a paper and 
refuses to pay for it.
